and for its distribution after the col- 
lection, the house of representatives 
Wednesday finally will take definite 
action on the Wilhoit bill, which was 
perfected Tuesday by the house sit- 
ting as a committee of the whole 
house. The bill was perfected at the 
session held after the delivery of a 
speech before the two branches in 
joint session by United States Senator 
James A. Reed, of Missouri. 

Under the bill as perfected the pres- 
ent law of collecting gasoline taxes 
will be retained, with the tax rate at 
3 1-2 cents a gallon and with the 
oil inspection fee of one-half cent a 
gallon remaining. The Wilhoit bill 
makes one change in the law, how- 
ever, which is expected to save the 
state something like $250,000 a year. 
This is in the provision which re- 
quires oil companies to settle the tax 
with the state monthly instead of 
quarterly as under the old law. 

Companies which pay as much as 
$2,000,000 in taxes heretofore have 
been able to make the interest on this 
sum during the three. months prior to 
payment of the tax. Under the month- 
ly payment plan the state will have 
this money in its custody and will 
be able to make the interest out of 
it or to use the funds for state pur 
poses and save interest which would 
have to be paid on money borrowed 
by the state for various purposes. — 

Kill Amendments. _ 

More than a dozen amendments 
were offered to the Wilhoit bill ‘Cues- 
day and were rejected one after the 
other by the house This will leave 
adoption of the measure virtually au- 
tomatic when the committee, sitting 
as a committee of the whole house, 
returns its report to the house and 
the bill comes up for passage as the 
first order of business Wednesday.

Mir. Mayson's brief, in part, fol-

$45,000,000 of bonds for sale pearing 
interest at the rate of 5 per cent per

“The city shows that, on an 8S per 
cent basis this represents property to 
the amount of $105,021,244. 

“At the rate of six per cent, this 
represents property of $140,028,250. 

“The city submits that the figures 
are far beyond any estimate made by 
the company itself because in ‘the 
same circular it is stated that the to- 
tal of the company’s fixed property, 
Oetober 31, 1926, estimated co be 
largely in excess of the total of the 
present funded debt, aggregated, on 
completing said financing, $63,510,000 
plus $15,000,000 bonds. 

“The city therefore submits that 
the return on the Georgia Power com- 
pany's property, now estimated .o be 
worth $78,510,000, would amount to 
approximately 13 per cent.

“The company adopted every one 
ot the Beeler organization recommen- 
dations that it could,”” Mr. Arkwright 
continued.

The Company's Position. 

Preston S. Arkwricht briefly out- 
lined the company’s nosition as fol- 
lows :
